Howser Opposes 
Bureau On Kings 
River Policy 


Attorney General Fred N. How- 
ser this week telegraphed to a 
House Sub-Committee in Washing- 
ton, his strong opposition to the 
measure now being considered 
that would integrate Kings river 
development plans into the Cen- 
tral Valley project. 

“In the interests of protecting 
the sovereignty of the water rights 
of the people of California against 
the Bureau of Reclamation’s at- 
tempted grab of control of Cali- 
fornia’s water rights, as Attor- 
ney General of California, I here- 
by voice the opposition of my of- 
fice to the passage of the White 
Bill (H. R. 5264) now under 
eonsideration by your committee.” 
Mr. Howser wired. 

“This bill would integrate the 
Kings River Flood Control and 
Power Development project into 
the Central Valley project without 
the consent of the Kings river 
water users, who are acting to 
develop and operate this project 
under the established water laws 
of California. 

“These local water users are 
threatened by this bill, with the 
loss of control of their own water 
through the bureaucratic grab 
at control of California’s water 
by what has been demonstrated 
to be the vanguard of state social- 
ism fostered by the bureau of re- 
clamation officials.’’ 


Disease Threat 


A serious threat to U.S. poultry 
industry has been averted by 
prompt and cooperative action by 
California and USDA. An air ship- 
ment of game birds from Hong 
Kong, China consigned to a Cali- 
fornia bird fancier brought in 
the disease, which investigation 
showed to be Asiactic Newcastle, 
an extremely virulent and deadly 
form of that disease. All infected 
and exposed birds have been 
slaghtered and the premises dis- 
infected.

This ordinance is declared to be an 
emergency ordinance necessary for the 
immediate preservation of the public peace, 
health, safety and general welfare, and 
shall become effective immediately upon 
the passage hereof.

Ordinance No. 352 of the County of 
Tulare, commonly known as the Zoning 
Ordinance, establishes a procedure for 
the passage and adoption of detailed zon- 
ing maps.

By 
reason of the rapid development occurring 
within the County of Tulare and parti- 
cularly within the areas included in the 
Map herein adopted, the procedure estab- 
lished in said Ordinance No. 352 would 
be ineffectual in the prevention of damage 
to existing improvements and land uses 
and detriment,to the general health, safety 
and welfare of that area. Flor these rea- 
sons it is necessary to adopt this ordi- 
nance as an interim provision for the 
protection of public health, safety and 
general welfare until such time as the 
regular processing can be consumated for 
the adoption of: formal and detailed plans 
governing the areas herein involved. 

SECTION 3: 

This ordinance shall become effective 
immediately upon its Passage, and shall 
be published once in the Farm Tribune, 
@ newspaper, printed and published in the 
County of Tulare, State of California, to- 
gether with the names of* the members 
of the Board of Supervisors voting for 
and against the same.

WHY NOT A THREE-SEMESTER YEAR 
FOR CALIFORNIA SCHOOL SYSTEM? ‘ 


What with all the rushing around in the state of Cali- 
fornia to provide money to construct school buildings to take 
care of a rapidly increasing school population, we can’t un- 
derstand why someone doesn’t suggest a 12-month, three- 
semester school year, with children required to attend two out 
of the three semesters each year. | 

Such a system, it would seem to us, would immediately 
provide one-third more usable school space and would mean a 
smaller tax bill, generally speaking, for the people in Cali- = 
fornia school districts. | 

We said we can’t understand why someone hasn’t sug- 
gested a 12-month school year, but when we stop to think, 
we can understand it. Such a move would upset the traditional 
school program; it would involve considerable planning; it 
would eliminate some of those eight per cent architect fees on 
new buildings; it would cut down the school building program. 
And then, it’s so much easier to go along in the usual manner, 
calling on the taxpayer for new school bonds, calling on the 
state and federal government for more school money—and | 
getting it. i 

But. somehow or other we can’t get the story about the 
goose and the golden egg out of our mind. And some how or 
other, we can’t dismiss the thought that the intelligent men 
and women who are administering our school systems could 
establish a three-semester plan with a minimum of trouble 
and effort if they really went to work on it. 

But ‘being practical about the thing, we know that noth- 
ing of this kind will happen unless some group, maybe those 
taxpayers who are paying the bill, start blasting right down 
the line from our state legislators through the entire school ad- 

‘nltivation. 

If someone wants to provide the powder, we'll sure be 

glad to help light the fuse.

Golden” for the enjoyment of all. 


Marketing Order 
Is Issued For 
Cling Peaches 


Issued this week by the state 
department of agriculture was a 
marketing order for canning and 
freezing peaches, with the order 
becoming effective today. Tulare 
county marketing board member 
is Vern Pickrell, Visalia and M. 
W. Dula, alternate, Visalia. 

The ammended order provides 
Cling Peach Advisory board. with 
authority to recommend: 

1, The elimination of a portion 
of any surplus production of cling 
peaches for processing by produ- 
cers through the removal of im- 
mature peaches from the trees or 
by the removal of blocks of trees 
prior to harvest. 

2. The establishment of mini- 
mum grade and size regulations 
for Number 1 Cling peaches, by 
varietal groupings. For the ear- 
lier varieties, the Cling peach ad- 
visory board would be authorized 
to recommend the establishment 
of a minimum size requirement 
within a size range tu provide a 
minimum diameter of uct less 
than 2-3/8 inches to not more 
than 2-7/16 inches, in diameter, 
ring measure. For the late mid- 
summer and later maturing var- 
ieties, the Advisory board would 
be authorized to recommend the 
establishment of minimum size 
requirement within a sixe range 
to provide a minimum diameter 
of not less than 2-3/8 inches to 
not less than 2% inches. 

3. Creation of a Stabilization 
fund and providing for the pur- 
chase of any surplus of cling 
peaches. remaining after the ap- 
Plication of fruit eiimination and 
grade and size require:nents. 

4. Investigation by the Advisory 
board into the possibilities of 
developing a tree removal pro- 
gram. 

5. Continuation of advertising 
and sales promotion plans to sti- 
mulate market demand for canned 
cling peaches and peach products. 

6. Continued research and acré- 
age survey activities.

Planning on the proposed 40- 
bed general hospital is to start 
within forty days after receipt 
of the initial payment, and is to 
be completed within one year af- 
ter initiation of the planning. 

This authorization is based on 
Public Law 352 of the 81st Con- 
gress, approved on October 13, 
1949, for the purpose of provid- 
ing financial assistance by the 
Federal government to the respec- 
tive states for public works plan- 
ning in. making architectual, en- 
gineering and economic investi- 
gations, studies, and other surveys 
preliminary to the construction 
of public works. 


PARATHION 


Commercial spray operators are 
now permitted by the state de- 
partment of agriculture to use 
parathion in oil sprays for con- 
trol of olive scale on olive trees. 
According to Tulare County Farm 
Advisor Karl Opitz, scale insects 
attacking olive trees are killed as 
easily with one pound of 25 per 
cent parathion plus 1% gallons 
of oil in 100 gallons of water as 
with 2% pounds of 25 per cent 
parathion used in 100 gallons of 
water. 

To avoid greater hazards to 
the spray operator, not more than 
one pound of ‘parathion per 100 
gallons of oil spray mixture is 
permissible. Only - persons thor- 
oughly familiar with the methods 
and hazards of parathion should 
be allowed to handle this highly 
poisonous insecticide.

Norman Vossler emphasized at 
the Woodville meeting that this 
water will handled for the bene 
fit of the district and with fair- 
ness to farmers within the dis- 
trict. He said that many problems, 
that can be solved only through 
actual experience, will have to 
be worked out. 


Farmers who desire use of Cen- 
tral Valley water should contact 
the irrigation district office, that 
is now open in Woodville 10 A. M. 
to 12 noon and 1-4 P. M., five days 
each week. Water should be re- 
}quested at least four days in ad- 
vance of expected use and far- 
mers at present must provide their 
own means of getting water to 
their land. - 

Indications are that existing 
water ways, such as natural wa- 
ter channels and ditches, will be 
utilized. Some farmers also plan 
to pump out of the river channel.
